»!ready expended by M, DeLesseps on 
tbe i'anarcu canal, would, had it been 
judiciously used on tho Nicaragua route, 
have opened a highway between tbo two 
oceans for the commerce of the world, 
and yet M. DeLesseps has hardly com- 
menced his herculean task.

MO.VTEREY, Vo., Dec. 11.—For some wooks 


post rumors have boon in circulation here- 
about itrango subterranean fires in ono of 
tho mountains on Black creek in this 
county. The phsiiomunon was fully investi- 
gated by Mr. Sylvanus, o£ tbis plflco, who 
visitod tho mountain. Ascending the sum- 
mit tho ground was so hot that ho and Mr. 
Edwin Wudo, who accompanied Mm, could 
scarcely walk upon it. They thon began to 
dig, and on reaching a depth of twelve 
inches found the oarth smoking and burning. 
Mr. Sylvanus has prepared n. report calling

of scientists to tbe plio- 


uomoMon. Ho says tho earth from 
itj 


surface to tho fire was in a high state of 
perspiration. Upo» exposing tho burning 
substance to tho air it glows with livid liont, 
sparkling and crackling aud sending forth 
tremendous volumes of smoko. Two columns 
of smoko camo out oC tho opening made, one 
of a dark-red huo and the other a blac!;, each 
retaining its distinct color until it disap- 
peared from sight.

Prices ot Farm Products. 


WASHINGTON CITY, Dec. 11,—Tho depart- 


ment of agriculture reports a general decline 
in prices of farm products in home markets. 
This decline appoars to hav« depressed values 
somewhat aside from an abundant supply. 
Tho avorago price of corn is 361tf. cents, 
which is 1 cent lower than tho average for 
1S7D, 
when tbo supply, in proportion to popu- 


lation, was quite as large. It has been lower, 
but twice in ton years, in 1S79, and 1878, 
after two previous years of abundance. 
It 


is highest in Florida—SU cents per bushel— 
and the lowest is 18 conts, in Nebraska. Tho 
average of valuo in tho south Atlan tic states 
in from uo' conts in Delaware to 72 conts in 
South Carolina, and 80 conts in Florida. 


Tbo average farm price of wheat is 65 


cents per bushel, against 91 cents last De- 
cember. Tho December price in. thirteen 
years has previously been below Cl oonts.per 
bushel but flvo times—in 1374, .'78, .'30, '83, 
and 'S3. Tho average value of oats is SSi 
cents against 1& cents lost December. The 
present value is the lowest ever reported by 
tho department. 


The plantation price of cotton, as reported 


ranges from U to 9>£ cents per pound. It is 
0 conts in Tonnotieo, Arkansas, and Florida; 
91-10 In Louisiana, 83-10 in Georgia; 03-10 in 
tho Carojnas, and Virginia. 


The average pries of potatoes is 40 conta 


per bushel, which is 2 conts lower than last 
year.
